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Ribbons Vie with Laces on Summer Gowns

HE SHOPS are showing summer
I ribbong of unoxcelled beauty.
They but follow the dictates of

Dame Fashion, who has decreed
that ribbons shall vie with laces
for pre-eminence on the summer gowns.

Following the almost universal penchant
for floranl efMects in dresa, fowered rib-
bons are much in demand. They wary
in width from three o tem Inches. Bome
are In a glace silk; In others the flowers
bloom dellcately on a background of wa-
tered sllk. 8till others are In the heaviest
brocades,

Lustrous white satin  ribbon, six and
olght inches in width, furnish the founds-
tion for some beautiful hand-painted rib-
bons. Garlands of violets, roses, pink and
purple lilaca, orchids, and the graceful
trulling wistarin are thus reproduced with
the most exquisite skill and Ndelity Lo
nature.

These ribbons are expensive, but It Is
astonlshing to see how closely the printed
and woven varieties Imitate them. One
Elnce silk ribbon has a border of alter-
nate siripes of gray and white, and on the
eenter panel of while are garlanda of
moss  roses.

There are some pretty pale green and
green and white ribbons, for green is to
be fashlonable this summer. It will need
only a touch of It to glve character lo &
EOWD.

Plald ribbona will be much used. They
come in all the tartan patterns, and In
many others nevor before dreamed of. Ro-
man siripe ribbons are also reappearing.
All of these will make fetching sashes for

the rough white linen sults. The Itallan
colors—red, white and green—are attrac-
tive when combined in one ribbon. Some
of the smartest hats of rough creéeam col-
ored straw maulc use of them,

A ribbon which will find more favor as
an applique than for sashes s one of lace
and satin, Lace flowers are appliqued on it
and the ribbon beneath earefully cul away.
Bo perfect i= e workmanship that the
wrong alde s as sightly as the right. Lace
Insertion Is alko uwsed for an appligue on
the ribbon, 1t = a novel way of combining
lace and ribbon and has a lghter offect
than the heavy ribbon sashes

The sash ribbons are ted o unigue fash-
fons. The long loops of other soasons have
been done away with, The sash is tled nt
the walstline in a number of short loops,
giving the effoct of n rosette. Two long
ends extend nearly (o the hem of the skirt,
They are loosely knotted elther together or
in a separanie knot one or more limes at
frregular distances, To each knot is fast-
enod another rosetle of short vibbon loops,
or a tiny bouquet of ribbon Nowers

The season hus brought ribbon flowers
to the helght of perfection. They are
generally made from soft satin talfeta,
which readily lends lself to petal effectis,
There are riblon roses of every size, from
small tightly clesed buds, which are made
up In uny bouquets, to great full-blown
beauties, which combine well with folinge
for coisage sprays and wreaths, The rib-
bon roses anre of every shade, They are
made from gause ribbon, They  closely
Imitate the orash varvietles of roses, shell

pink or pale yellow,

Hyacinths, earnations, snowballs, Hiaes
and violels are niso made of ribbon. The
violets are surprisingly natural. They are
worn in great bunches, sncircled by gloasy
lonves and tied with violet cord or ribbon,
The white violets are very dainty. Often
with the vielet bunch & choux of narrow
ribbon of the same ahade s combined, the
ends ted In tiny bows, aanging down In
Irregular lengths,

Charming  chrysanthomums are made
from narrow velvel ribbon. The jJonquills
af white satin are a marvel of akill. With
their red and yellow centers they nod on
thelr long rush-like stems as If they were
growing flowors.

Follage of every sorl Iy combined with
ribbon flowers, bul the delcate maklon-
hnir In generally vsed with the rosebuds
and siimllar bhlosasoms,

These ribbon NAowers have a varied use,
They make n pleasing table decoration. A
rose (rimmed lunch lable has o baskel of
sllken beauiies as a  oconterplecd, from
which long ends of the same soft ribbon of
which the roses wore made, trall to the
table corners. There they are terminmted
in smnller rose bougquets lukd loosely on the
pollshed tnble and tled wilth loops of the
ribon.

They will be much used on dress hats,
especially on the fine chips. On shephord-
ess or pleture hats wroaths of them encircle
the brim and fall over the hair at the back
In dainty clusters,

But it is as n dress ornament that the
ribbon flower will be most In evidence.

Sprays are used as corsage trimming and
thelr effect ngainst & white neck s good
Many of the salon gowns of the year had
garlnnds of the ribbon roses extending
from the shoulder dingonnlly across the
front of the dress and reaching below the
kness. Others bhad even longer sprays ox-
tending the length of the traln, from shoul-
er to Lem.

“hy smaller ribbon fowers, combined
with malden-halr fern or other tealling
folage, will be used In a fringe-like bertha
offect on wow-nocked gowns. One silk mous-
soline, with lavender hyacinths printed on
a white ground, has a four-inch bertha of
pale Imvender hyacintha. The offect Is ox-
quisite.

The Mower fringes and gartands are gon-
erally partinl'y scroened by Ince flounces,
eapeclally when they form n skirt trimming
on the eliborate evening gowns

Mnany of the flowers are made from tha
changeable =itk ribbons so much in vogue
this summer, These shade off so gradunlily
that the change from one color to another
tint s almost Imperesptible, Changenbile
ribbhons in pastel colorings are uaed to Kood
effect on many of the summer hata, CGreat
#oft choux of them often furnish the only
trimming. or butierfly bows perch on the
crown or neatle close to the halr under the
hrim.

The same ribbon makes an effective drean
garnfture. Caught up here and thers
through ‘oops of Insertion, It enriches tha
skirts In the form of garlands. In n nimi-
Iar fashion it loosely bands (he front of
the walst, or spans the sleeve from wrist

" Roses are the most favored Mfower for
summer weddings, and June brings them
to perfection In almost every section of
the counlry,
varetics may be cut with a lavish dis-e-
gurd of waste till thelr masses make the
rooms vie in fragrance with the summer
alr. A war of the roses cocurred at a last
your's June wedding In a ¢ uniry town, so
valluntly did the red and white beau!les
vie for pre-eminence. They came from all
the nelghboring gardens, mingling friendly
wishes with their odors. The gardens also
yielded a heaping basketful of fresh rose
potals, with which the young couple were
pelted on their departure. These thorn-
Jomi roses make a much prettier shower
than the customary rice and are less
disantrous to floors and curpets.

Chicken wire makes a fine foundation
for Noral decorations angd as a background
for the Moral bower under which the ecere-
mony Is performed. If the bower Is erectel
along a biank wall, a Jength of the wire
ecan be fastened at it center to the celling
and the ends, which reach Lo the floor in
Eentle curve, seorecened by moss and foliage,

If a fireplace I8 used for a background,
the ahell-like msereen should rise from the
top of the mantleplece. In this case, tradl-
ing vines may entwine the wire with grace-
ful effect. A wooden bowrd, protecting the
mantlepiece, should be covered with damp
earth and blooming plants. Vines similur
to those In the screen ghould also hang
from the mantle nearly to the floor. The
fireplace Itself sfould be completoly Mled
with foliage and bloom. Flower boards or
shallow boxes might also be placed on the
window sills or on the narrow stands In
front of pier glasses with charming ~fMect.
